Thoy 
want what McKlulcy calli "a just and 
equltablo rev alon of Ihe tar ft" Some 
demand a tar II that will be as much tn 
the Interest of tho consumer as of tho | 
produce. Senator P.umh, in h s Bpooch 
attacking the MoKlnlcy bill, said that 
"whatever Is dono ahould bo for tho 
average interest of al:." 

This is ono ot tho droama of the pro- 
tectionists, from wb ch Itaeoms that they 
will never awake— a tariff that will do 
everybody good in an equal measure. 

But how will the protectionists sot 
about making tnoh a tariff? 

In order to protect the manufacturer 
tba tar ff must of necessity ensble blm 
to sell at higher prlcoa— othorwlao thore 
ta no protection. 

Very w"ll, then; you hare put up 
prices for ono man; the only fnlr thing 
to do 1, to put tin m up for others— tor 
all otbora You a u bound to put up 
prices for all consumers on tho goods 
which theyacll, In order to mnko good 
the loss which they have suffered l.y 
paying the higher i rice ci-eatcd by the 
manufacturer's protoct'on. It Is abso- 
lutely clear that unleaa tho oonsomer 
pays higher pr Boa lor tho artiolca ho 
ouya tbe maker of them geta no pro- 
tact on. Is It not equally clear that tho 
oonaumcr can not make up his loaa ea- 
oapt by soiling something to somebody 
at a price ralaud h gh enough to cover 
that losa? 

. The protectionists feel the force of all

In the face of the farntnra' demand 
that something should 1st dune for 
hint.

"ugr cultural products and provisionsT* 

Sen iter Allison siied them up very

Tho only two ways, then, In which 
protect on can banal tho lormcr— Urst, 
by givln-r him a home market which 
will puy h m a h'gher prlco for-b a prod- 
ucts than tho foreign marUot will pay; 
and second, by placing dutira on his 
products which will onnh'o him to sell 
at higher prlcoa— are both aeon to offer 
hint absolutely aatblBg to mako up for 
tho Increased cost wh cli Oik mnnnfact- 
uror'a prelection has laid upon him. 

Hut even if somo any could ho found 
for giving tho farmer an advantage 
equal lo the burden that protection haa 
laid upon him, I, it not clear that tho 
two advanta^ca— hit. own an 1 tho manu- 
facturer's— would precise. y balance each 
otiier. Kqual protect on to belli a.des 
mcana no protoutlnn to oithor, an I pro- 
tection to only "il" sldn moan, loss to 
tbo olhor; for proU'Ctlon has a money 
valuo. and II it ia lo enrich sorno It can 
only do ao by ma'tlng others poorer. 
Prot'-ct on a not a tiling that can sim- 
ply bo voted by Congrosa without any 
ono feci n; it Tho Increased pr.co haa 
to be paid by thu eon minor; and in this 
way tho farmer not only^falls to roap a 
bnnellt from protection, but ho has lo 
make up for the protection gains of 
other,, all tho t mo and everywhere. 

Is liu w iling to aland that? If ho la 
willing how long can bo afford II? Will 
tbo time not come sooner or lato/ whon 
bo will son ihat he il playing a losing 
gam"? Ha, not that t me come when 
Ibn farmer aona his land values declining 
onormuusly. when ho Muds the mortgage 
on hla farm about to bj foreclosed? Is 
Il not all tho more iloar wh n ho aces 
tho protected class's thr.v.n* and mul- 
tiplying a* never before; when he seca 
trusts crowding upon truat, as noter bo- 
foro In tho ma I struggle for riches? 

What is the farmer doing to shako off

Trap;, ttv Iha l:u»nluv HIM. 
Indiana lormcr. In the bar!; districts 
have a novel an 1 effective way of trsp- 
ping CTsrwa. To Irap In Oil, way tho 
trapper mint first catch a crow alive, 
whl. h is generally doue by crippling ono 
with line shot The live crow la the 
trap. Ilo is plaood on his hack In the 
tleld and faatone l In that position by 
driving a forked stick deep In the ground 
over each wing, near tho Isjdy. Tho 
crow's feet have free piny, and there is 
no embargo put on his I saga. Any ono 
who know, any thing about OrOWS knows 
that the moiuentonelshiirtor in trouble 
It makes tho [act known by loud and pe- 
culiar cries. Thete may not have been 
■nollwst arnw seen or heard in the local- 
ity for hours, but in loan than half a 
minute afler the Injured crow fires Ita 
cry i.f distn'-s croa's will come scurry- 
In? in from nil point, of the compaas. 
r.nswerlng tiie signal, of dlstrosa « llh 
emphatic and assuring caws. The 
moment the distressed crow la discov- 
ered by the other, they swoop down up- 
on il and. nnlea, it i* held in duress by 
Lome trap or cotitrhance of the enemy 
so it can't lie removed, is'nr it away to a 
place of safety, where it I, nursed back 
to soundness und health. 

Tho live crow raatonod by hla wing, 
on his back on the ground hecomos at 
once the only sure and never-falling 
crow trap ever tried. Ilo sends forth 
tho nul l distressing of cries, and along 
cine. ■ flock of yelling croa-s In re- 
sponse to them. Thfj pounco down 
upon the i msti r,te l.lrd to rescuo him. 
The lanind crow's claws and legs arc 
free to play at tbe bird's will. In hil 
desporation be clulcltoa Die first crow 
that sweep, within his roach. He not 
only clutches, but ho holds on like 
grim death. Some ono la always in 
hiding near by, and the moment th« 
ilect.v crow fastens on anu makes a vic- 
tim of the crow that would hcf-lond him. 
the wntcher hurrle, to tho scene and 
captures the captive's captive. Thla crow 
is in turn MM adis oy In another part 
of the field, and lie isn't long fastening 
on to a victim from among tils would-be 
rescuers. In ten minutes aftor the first 
rrnw is set u fnriner lias no difficulty in 
gelling hair a dozen other traps inoper- 
atlon, all doing steady and infallible 
work on tholr excited and 
philanthropic brethren. The farm- 
er may set a, many crows 
as he likes, for after getting his first 
one the supply will last as Ion? as there 
Is a froo crow in Iha neighlsirhood, but 
half a down ot these yelling and clutch- 
ing traps, well set, will depopulate any 
average crow settlement in the course 
.of a day or so. Cunning aa tiie crow ia, 
be throws his cunning all to the winds 
at uight o( a comrade In distress, and 
esen so far loses his head under such 
oircumslancos as to (ly to tho rescuo ol 
a wing-liound crow In a field after hav- 
ing boon made a trap of himself, as a 
crow will sometimes manage to work bit 
fastenings loose in tho ground by hit 
struggles and escnpo. 

Some of the llooalcr small boys of the 
rural districts atqulro such dexterity at 
] t-.-ow clutchcr** that they are aide U. 
\ earn big wages in their efforts to make 
the big 1 luck bird extinct. Tkati 
method is o lie clow along the side oi 
some old log at tho edge of a woiaj. cov- 
ering all but their eyes and one hand 
with the leaves. Then by a remarka- 
bly exact lmitnrion of a wounded crow, 
they soon brlt.g a score or more of the 
excited birds swooping about tbe log. 
A smart boy can easily clutch a hall 
dosen or mole of the crows before they 
discover him, and they aro worth ton 
cents a piece to him.— N. V. Sun.

Wednesday, t)et. 8. Geo. Rutledge 
aliat Thomas wu» shot and killed by 
Geo. Uriffey, uided and allotted by 
three coufixleratiw. All of the parties 
were Out Rutledge lived in Clarkville 
ami drove a wagon for Mr. Orueey. 
Geo. Griffey liveu at Jesse Evans', 
about 14 miles south of this city, near 
the State liue. Oil Tuesday Griffey 
went to Clarksville and moved a wo- 
man named Aunie Carueale to Mr. 
Evans' to cook for Evans. It seems the 
uonmn was tho mistress of Rutlodge. 
Wednesday the latter followed her to 
Mr. Evans' to get some of his things, 
as he claimed. He went to her house 
uud after getting some thing*, iu a va 
liso aud a buudle it is supposed 
peaceably startej off towards Mr.

Then, are 711) lock Iwxos with 20 
double boxo.i or drawers llildern >utli 
these, which are designated by letters 
of tho alphabet. Those Iwxes are 
placed iu a row bogiuuiug abjut fif- 
teen foot from tho door and ran l«u-k 
in a straight line, leaving a space 
about oue-thinl tho width of the build 
ing, which extends back about sixty 
feet to a partition with a door leading 
to the rear room. The money onlcr 
desk is immediately in front.' A small 
apartment will be cut off into which 
those having business can go and tako 
a seat at a table to fill out blanks, etc. 
Mr. W. F. Raudle will at- pre .out pre 
side at the desk. His seat will be in 
a trianglo into which the stump win- 
dow commuuicatoa with t lie outside 
or] main room.

Tho 
space above the boxes is filled with 
plato glass windows that extend to 
the fourteen foot coiling, the enclos- 
ure boing well lighted by this menu* 
from the front- doors and rear win- 
dows. The room outside the enclos- 
ure will be lighted by gas at night 
and in the daytime the wido glass 
frout makes plenty of light on the 
darkest days. Taken altogether the 
office will be by far the best arrauged 
one Hopkinsville ha* ever had.
